Requiring  the  labeling  of  imported 
meat  and  display  of  signs  by  places 
selling  such  meat  and  providing 
fines  or  jail  terms  for  violations. 

Authorizing  State  Board  of  Public 
Welfare  to  provide  medical  care 
for  the  aged  under  the  Kerr-Mills 
Act. 

Authorizing  a  referendum  to  abol- 
ish a  constitutional  provision  re- 
quiring a  tax  on  household  goods 
and  personal  property. 

An  act  to  give  each  political  party 
the  power  to  make  rules  and  regu- 
lations for  its  organization  and 
operation.
